The seasoned veterinarian 
and director of this state lab- 
oratory had been doctoring sick 
animals since his graduation 
from Auburn University in 
1°31; and indeed has been ar- 
ound animals and interested in 
them since boyhood. 


Now he is retiring from 
all that 


Virgil D. McCreary, 
D.V.M. was born in the little 
community of Brooklyn in 
Escambia County. He grew 
up on his father’s farm, sit- 
uated near the Sepulga River, 
and it was here he learned 
about cows, horses, hogs, etc 


His life’s story is aptly 
portrayed in a painting by Mrs. 
McCreary’s cousin, Miss Anna 
Mantel of Montgomery. From 
the farm home, the next se- 
quence shows his shingle out 
in Brewton, Alabama, where he 
tended “big and small” ani- 
mals; this was after gradua- 


tion from Auburn (then Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute) as 
a Doctor of Veterinary Medi- 
cine. He took care of the 
farmers’ and other residents’ 
veterinary problems in that 


area for about 30 years. Then,

FROZEN VEGETABLES 


Is your family getting tired 
of the vegetables you canned 
and froze last summer? Try 
dressing them up so they;ll 
be different and your family 
will enjoy them again. Rem- 
ember, when using frozen veg- 
etables, cook them is salty 
water until they’re tender 
before you add other in- 
gredients. 

You can prepare snap beans 
in many ways. Adda cream 
soup and water chestnuts, 
toasted peanuts or sliced 
almonds. French onionrings, 
grated raw onion or finely 
chopped garlic are also good. 
A topping of cracker crumbs 
with grated cheddar cheese 
aids extra flavor. Then cook 
at 350 degree, uncovered, for 
45 minutes. 

You can use butter beans 
instead of snap beans. Or 
try combining butter and snap 
beans in the same casserole. 

What about those canned and 
frozen squash? Make a tasty 
casserole by mashing about 
a quart of drained, canned 


squash and adding 2 or 3 
tablespoons finely chopped 
onion, one beaten egg, 2 


tablespoons of milk. Bake in 
a 350 degree oven for 35 to 
40 minutes, uncovered. Top 
with grated cheese and put 
back in the oven for a few 
minutes until cheese melts. 
When using frozen squash, you 
may -have to increase the 
baking time.

This group 
regulates private enterprise, 
and the only regulation onnon- 
profit co-ops is by the Federal 
Power Commission in Wash- 
ington which sets the rates for 
current sold to Elba. It is 
assumed that a non-profit co-op 
(Or community) will not get 
any more for electricity than 
is necessary to operate 

This seemed to deflate their 
determination, and  subse- 
quently a deal was worked 
out. :

puting the rate on an actual 
case on one of the dissatis- 
fied Elba customers, the re- 
Sults were 

If Mr. and Mrs. X, who 
live in Elba and used 17152 
KWH of electricity, had been 
using Alabama Power Com- 
pany, their bill would have 
been $140.34 rather than the 
$147.54 they paid Elba. This 
is $7.20 cheaper forthe power 
company, and includes all tax- 
es! 

But, that is not the entire 
story Elba uses a LEVEL 
rate - that is, the rate is the 
Same in summer as in winter, 
except for the fuel adjust- 
ment factor. Alabama Power 
Company has a summer rate 
that is quite a bit higher. Mr 
and Mrs. X would have paid 
$50.00 more than Elba char- 
ges for the 7152 KWH used 
during the months of May thr- 
ough October,if the power had 
been purchased from Alabama 
Power Company. This $50.00 
does not take into considera- 
tion the higher fuel adjust- 
ment factor the power com- 
pany had during the summer 
months, a+’ factor that would 
have pushed the bill even high- 
er! 

Commissioner Zeigler said 
he would be happy to discuss 
individual problems with any 
consumer, and even though we 
were right about his lack of 
authority in cases such as 
Elba’s, he would still go to bat 
for Elba folks if the need arose. 

Zeigler suggested that for 
persons building or remodel- 
ing homes, certain economy 
measures could be taken. He 
said that at the present rates 
of electricity and natura! gas, 
it was cheaper to heat with 
gas and cool with electricity. 
Also, a clothes dryer operated 
with gas is cheaper thananall- 
electric unit, according to 
Zeigler.

The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board met Tuesday night 
and an announced visit to the 
meeting by a large group of 
utility users failed to mater- 
ialize. Mr. Gerald Boswell was 
the only person appearing be- 
fore the Board asking for re- 
ief on his electric bill. Bos- 
well said his usage had jumped 
25% higher than it had ever 
been before, and this was out 
of line with other owners of 
all-electric homes. The Board 
told Boswell that its em- 
ployees would do everything 
possible to help him find the 
reason for the high usage, but 
that he would have to secure 
private electricians to check 
the system “past the meter.” 

The discussion with Bos- 
well came after the members 
of the Board tiad heard bond 
attorney Billy Marx say that 
before Elba could successful- 
ly sell bonds for some needed 
construction of electric lines, 
additional revenue must be 
scheduled. Marx noted that 
Elba’s water rates were low- 
er than average and suggested 
these rates be raised to in- 
sure the ability to repay the 
borrowed money He said 
Elba needed an additional 
$25,000, and again suggested 
this could be raised by in- 
creasing the water rates 


Board Chairman Charles 
Hayes suggested that a water 
engineer be consulted on the 
matter and no action be taken 
until the matter had been stu- 
died further. He indicated the 
Board needed to move fast and 
he would call a special meet- 
ing to discuss it when further 
information was ready. 

Board members were pre- 
sented with the monthly state- 
ment of condition of the de- 
partment. This report indi- 
cated the electric department 
had total sales of electricity 
of $68,926.41 and operating 
expenses of $62,998.51, leaving 
a “profit” of $6,364.93. 

The water department re- 
corded sales of $7,447.26 and 
expenses of $6,805.83. This 
left a “profit” of $741.83. 

There was no income tothe 
Water and Electric Board from 
the sewer system. All this 
money goes to the City General 
Fund. However, expenses of 
maintaining the system cost the 
Board $1,786.42. 

Combine these three divi- 
sions, and the department 
showed a profit of $5,320.34. 
This “profit” is used to repay 
funds borrowed in years past 
to construct and upgrade the 
system. 

Current bills presented and 
approved for payment totaled 
$4,622.67. Chairman Hayes 
noted that this was down con- 
siderably from past months, 
and he attributed the reduc- 
tion to the concerted efforts 
of City Clerk Jack Prescott 
and Superintendent Ed Comp- 
ton. 

Board members briefly 
discussed the present late ch- 
arges and the strict deadline 
(10th of the month). Hayes 
acknowledged the penalty was 


high, “but we did that on pur-* 


pose .. . and it is working.” 
He said the late charge was 
to encourage people to pay 
on time, and the delinquent 
accounts had dropped since 
the increase in late charges.
